this estimate }>v the same basis ot 
computation aft that used by the public 
service commission in estimating the 
traffic on the. subway system now 
planned by 1910. He said the 21,000,- 
000,000 passengers 
would need 200 


tracks through the heart of the city's 
business section whereas the rapid 
transit system thus far projected pro- 
vides a maximum of only 22 tracks.

Columbus, Ohio, May 14—'Holding 


that tne tacts as slated in the in- 
dictment did not constitute the crime 
of converting money to his own use, 
Judge Kinkead in the criminal court 
today ordered a verdict of not guilty 
in the case of Frank E. Baxter, 
former superintendent of state banks. 


"Baxter was placed on trial yester- 


day on an indictment which charged 
him with having used $37,000 of 
funds of the Columbus Savings and 
Trust company to pay off a note to 
the estate of the late John W. Gates, 
the transaction being made through 
the Banker's Trust company of New 
York. The funds it was shown were 
returned .with four per cent interest. 
The state represented by Prosecutor 
Turner and Attorney General Hogan 
had contended that this constituted 
an illegal use of the 
funds of the 


failed 
financial 
concern 
of which 


Baxter and those uader him were in 
charge. 


Attorneys for fojrmer State Treas- 
urer Isaac B. Cameron and other for- 
mer bank officials who are under in- 
dictment in connection with other 
angles of the Columbus Savings and 
Trust company failure declared that 
the decision of Judge Kinkead in the 
Baxter case means that they will be 
freed when their cases are called for 
trial. 


To finally settle the question in- 


volved, Attorney General Hogan and 
Prosecuting 
Attorney 
Turner an- 


nounced today that they will file an 
appeal with the supreme court from 
the ruling of Judge Kinkead dismiss- 
ing the case against Baxter. Attor- 
ney General Hogan declared that in 
his opinion, the ruling on the Baxter 
case will not affect the other .state 
treasury and Columbus Savings and 
Trust company cases 
which

First—Educational work should be' 


begun at once in schools, women's 
clubs and other civic organizations, be-1 
cause if you wait until the files appear | 
in the spring they will be multiplying] 
toy the million while you are doing; 
organization work that ought to have 
been done during the cold weather. 
This committee, as in former years, 
will co-operate with local committees, 
furnishing 
literature and answering

Second.—la your movements for pass- 


ing of genera; c'.e&nup aad anti-fiy or- 
dinances first secure the interest of 
the state health department- 
If you 


find d::5cu:ty in doing tills by mere 
•^rce of suggestion, employ other legit- 
imate meaas of stirring it to action 
—petitions from local or state organiza- 
tions, boards of trade, women's clubs, 
town improvement societies, etc. 
If 


the head of the state health service is 
not cordially co-operating with you he 
can be shamed into it. 


Third.—Employ similar tactics, if 


necessary, with the health authorities, 
aldermen and other officials of jour 
city or town. 


Fourth.—Get ordinances passed (state 


if possible, local at any rate) for the 
screening of foodstuffs, the chemical 
treatment and removal of manure, etc.. 
but do not think that because you have 
an ordinance it will enforce itself. 
Eternal vigilance is the price of free- 
dom from filth and flies. Probably 
even the most energetic and sympa- 
thetic health officer will be unable with 
the force of inspectors at his command 
to discover all the violations of the or- 
dinance. 
l"ou must help him by vol- 


unteer inspection and reports. If then 
he is lukewarm in the prosecution of 
offenders make his .position uncom- 
fortable. 
If the magistrates refuse to 


impose fines for proved violations 
make it uncomfortable for them too. 
It's all very simple if you are in ear- 
nest. 


Fifth.—Colorado and Texas have In- 


stituted the custom of state wide 
"cleanup days." Induce the governor 
of your state by proclamation to 'set 
aside a day for such a purpose, and if 
he cannot be induced to do so—but be 
probably can if proper representations 
ore made to him—at least get your 
mayor to proclaim a local "cleanup 
flay." 


Sixth.—If you must hare "fly swat- 


ting" contests to stimulate interest in 
your local campaign let them be held 
as early in the spring as possible, while 
there are comparatively few flies. If 
you could find and Mil all the spring 
flies, as of course you cannot, there 
would be none to trouble you in the 
summer. 


Seventh.—Re careful to brush up any 


flies that may be lying around with 
their feet up in the air looking as if 
they were dead; they may be "playing 
possum." 
The only safe way is to 


burn them. T>o not throw them out or 
into the garbage can. as they will be- 
come active as soon as the temperature 
rises.

ON SIDEWALKS 


Complaint has been filed at Mayor 


Swartz's office against the actions of 
bicycle and motorcycle riders whose 
carelessness while riding on the side- 
walks have resulted, in several narrow 
escapes from serious injury on 
the 


part of pedestrians. 


Wednesday morning a boy, probably 


five years old. was struck by a bilcp 
rider near Eleventh street and West- 
ern avenue.. It was first thought that 
the lad's arm was broken but a care- 
ful examination showed that it 
was 


only a serious bruise. 


The city ordinances permit Wcycle 


riders to use sidewalks where streets 
are not paved but the riders are not 
permitted to usurp the rights of ped- 
estrians. Persons on the walks always 
have the right o£ way and it is the 
duty of the riders to either stop and 
allow the pedestrians to pass or ride 
slowly past them to avoid accidents. 


Motorcycles are prohibited from i id- 


ing on any sidewalk and 
yet 
this 


practice is common in some parts of 
the city. The police department will 
take action to prevent reckless riding 
on the part of bicyclists and will ar- 
rest motorcycle riders who are found 
using the sidewalks.
